hall. 
The outbreak occurred after N ich­ 
olas Murray Butler, pr« -ident of Co­ 
lumbia university, 
ha<l 
read 
resolu­ 
tions urging the senate to ratify the 
treaties. 
Alfonse G. Koelble of the 
German American Citizens' league of 
the state of New York mov«*d that the 
m ajority 
resolution 
of 
the 
United 
States senate committee on foreign re 
iations be adopted as a substitute fori 
the Butler resolution. 
“ This declaration is not a promot« r 
of peace, but a breeder of war,” he ex- 
clalmed, and tlie words were scarcely 
out of his mouth when men Jumped 
to either side of the stage and rais«*d 
their hands in an 
apparent 
signal, 
w'hereupon 
pandemonium 
was 
let 
loose in the upjier galleries. 
Catcalls, yells, groans and 
hisses 
made it impossible for Chairman Jo ­ 
seph H. Choate to proceed with the 
meeting. 
One man on the platform jumped 
and shouted “ that packed gallery is 
composed of a lot of cowards.” 
At this the shouts became louder. 
and 
megaphones were brought 
into 
use. 
Women in the boxes jumped to 
their feet, looking at th«*ir escorts, 
many evidently fearing the throwing 
of a bomb. 


Announces Res olution Adopted. 


In the midst of the noise Chairman 
Choate announced that the Butler res­ 
olution unanimously had been adopt 
ed. 
Persons on the main floor took 
this as a signal for a counter «1« mon- 
stratlon, jumped to their feet, shout­ 
ed approval and waived their handker­ 
chiefs ami hats .

Andrew Carnegie was down on the 
program 
the next speaker, but 1m 
sat 
in apparent amnz« ment at 
tin* 
demonstration and in his place Rabbi 
Stephen W ‘se asked for a hearing. ! 1 c* 
was met with such cries as "Shut up” 
and “ Throw him out” from the gal­ 
leries. 
Above all h«* shouted: 
"1 warn you that no people in tin* 
world will ft el so badly at the result 
of this meeting as the Irish leaders 
in the British parliament.” 
His refer­ 
ence brought forth an even stronger 
combination of groans and howls. 
Koelble, whose resolution had pr«>- 
cipitated the outbreak, called in vain 
to the people In the galleries to show 
a spirit of fair play. 
Finally polite 
reserves reached the gallery and eject- 
ed thi* leaders, but no arrests were 
made. 
Chairman Choate in announcing ad- 
journment of the meeting said: 
"Th e action here lias done more to 
cause the ratification of these p<\ ««> 
tr* aties than all the peace speech«»« 
that could he made. 
As chairm an I 
declare the meeting adjourned without 
the audience listening to the speeches 
<<f the other two gentlemen."
